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Town Council 


The meeting of the Town Council 
last Thursday evening proved quite 
interesting, although there were few 
motions passed. 

Mayor Bray occupied the chair, 
and Councillors Yates and McKay 
were the only absentees. 

The reading of the minutes of the 
previous meeting were duly passed 
and the only item the Cant missed 
in its publication was a motion to 
the effect that Harold W. Riley be 
advised that as the council had al- 
rettdy obtained information it would 
be unnecessary for him to come from 
Calgary-to discuss municipal mat- 
ters with this council. 

Dr. Lafferty, representing Gleich- 
en Trading Co, and Mr. Jas. Caim- 
eron, manager of the Bank of Com- 
merce being present the Mayor ask- 
ed if they wished to the 
council. 

On rising, Dr. Lafferty said that 
he desired tu place before the Coun- 
cil the views of the property owners 
on Crowfoot street between Third 
and Fourth avenues relating to fire 
protection, ‘The property owners 
were desirous of erecting a fire-wall 
on the little alley between the prop- 
erty of the Gleichen Trading Co. 
and the Gleichen Hotel, which was 
about the centre of the main busi- 
ness block in town. He had made 
enquiries as to the effect such a fire 
wall would have on insurance and 
was assured it would have the rela- 
tion of being the keynote of the block 
in case of fire and considerably re- 
duce the cost of insurance, but still 
not in comparison to the cost of the 
wall, The wall would cost in the 
neighborhood of $2,500. It would 
have to be at least two feet wide at 
the base and extend one foot over 
the highest building in the block. 
The property owners had signified 
their willingness to bear the cost 
proportionately, but the trouble 
would be in the maintenance and 
ownership of the fire wall. For this 
reason he believed it desirable that 
the town should own the wall. Thus 
it would be necessary for the town 
to build it and assess those benefit- 
ted accordingly. ‘he ductor adinit- 
ted it would be very diflicult to ad- 
just an equitable assessment, and 
submitted tigures of the reduction 
it would make in the insurance of 
the property owners in the block, 

Mr. Cameron spoke briefly on the 
matier and read a letter from the 
Commerce headquarters stating the 
bank was prepared to bear a share 
of the cost of the fire-wall. He stat- 
ed that he thought it wise for the 
council to consider the matter and 
pointed out that in Strathmore the 
town had erected three  fire-walls. 
He thought this fire-wall would also 

be of benefit to property immediate 
ly north of the block and to some 
extent cast. He also believed that 
the erection of the fire-wall could be

considered in the light of a local 
improvement. 
Several of the aldermen asked 


questions and in the end the Mayor 
promised that the matter would re- 
ceive consideration and the delegates 
retired, 

Upon their departure a short dis- 
cussion was indulged in but it was 
the general opinion that the town’s 
financial condition would not per- 
mit of undertaking the proposition 
at present and that asat this time 
of year it was not expedient to at- 
tempt to ercet such a structure it 
would be well to leave the matter 
over for future consideration, 

Meveral letters read referred to 
accourts and asked for payment. 
On motion of Aldr, Service and 
(iaudaur the following motion was 


passed: 

“That the mayor and secretary 
be authorized to sign a note for 90 
days in favor of the John Galt En- 
ginecring Co. for{$789.80 in pay- 
ment of their claim, Note dating 
from Feb, 14th.’

The Cattle Question 
Again 


With one or two exceptions all 
the cattle kings of the past have 
gone out of business, and their 
place has been taken by the small 
holders who are in turn becoming 
independent. While the number 
of cattle shipped from the old time 
ranching districta has decreased, 
the shipments from the agricultural 
districts have increased at almost a 
corresponding rate. The fact is 
that the small farmers, especially 
in southern Alberta, all possess 
small ‘‘bunches’’ of cattle and are 
continually increasing their stock. 

With cattle scattered all over the 
in this way, it is impossible to get 
anything like a fair estimate of 
their numbers, but in the opinion 
of the Hon, Duncan Marshall, Min- 
ister of Agriculture for Alberta, and 
many men connected with the live- 
stock business, there are as many 
cattle in the province as there were 
in the days of the open range, Nor 
is the difference in the stock situa- 
tion merely one of the ranging herd 
and the homesteaders’ ‘*bunch,’’ 
but also in the variety of stock 
kept. Sheep and hogs are more in 
evidence. So long as beef is high, 
good prices will obtain for mutton 
and pork, Alberta has just as 
favorable opportunity for the pro- 
duction of these elsewhere. It has 
been found that the frosted and 
immature grain fed to. swine or 
sheep will bring returns equivalent 
to $1.00 wheat. Small wonder 
then that ao change is coming over 
the province, so that dotted here 
and there amid the great harvest 
fields, of roaming across the fallow

He also has 
twelve exceptionally fine registered 
mares from which to breed. Speak- 
ing of ‘‘Capitual’’ he quotes A.Lat- 
imer Wilson, who was judge at the 
International for seven successive 
years, whom he says considers this 
young stallion one of the best, if not 
the best, imported into the United 
States during 1912, ‘‘Capitual’’ is 
only two years of age, weighs 1950 
pounds and has 14 inch bone below 
the hock, which Mr. Edwards says 
goes to prove he is endeavoring to 
raise the right class of horses for 
this district. The other horses he 
describes as the best that money can 
buy. Mr. Edwards extends an in- 
vitation to allto visit his ranch and 
particularly to farmers to bring 
their sons to eee his horses in order 
that they may be able to study the 
animals. He stated that while he 
does not claim to be raising the 
moat stock in this district he is en- 
deavoring to raise the best, which is 
eertainly commendable, 


All the pioneers of this district 
will regret to learn of the death of 
Mra. D. F. Knight at her home in 


the one now occupied by McCam- 
mon & Ramsay. Returning on a 
visit to Fredericton she brought 
back with her, her nephew, Frank 
K. MeKay, then quite a young boy 
but who is still in Gleichen and 
proprietor of the McKay Hardware 
business. Mrs. Knight was well- 
known and highly respected by the 
old-timers/and the Blackfeet In- 
dians, whom Mr. McKay states are 
constantly asking for infermation 
concerning her.

GERMAN PRAISES LLOYD-GEORGE 
Believes Insurance Will be: Beneficial 
to England, as it Has Been to 
Germany 

Berlin, Germany .—Doctor Kaufman, 
president of the imperial insurance de- 
partment, has just given his views 
regarding the betterment of national 
and Social conditions in England, 
which may be expected from the new 
insurance laws, which recently came 
into force. 
fui to explain that he only spoke from 
his knowledge of German conditions, 
but that he expected analogous results 
in England, 

There will be, thinks Doctor Kauf- 
man, an enormous reduction in poor 
law expenditure, in consequence. of the 
insurance laws. ‘Thrift will be sup- 
ported and nourished, and in millions 
of cases created, It is a mistake to 
suppose that insurance will kill a de- 
sire to better one’s conditions. In 
Germany insurance has 
courage to face the future. 
also be so in England. 

Secondly, insurance will result in 
the freeing of the people from their 
greatest fear. In consequence, there 
will be increased national happiness 


It will 


and higher standards of life and living. | 


In Germany for example, the consump- 
tion per head of population of rye, 
wheat and meat, notwithstanding the 
high prices, has largely increased, the 
deposits with savings banks have 
enormously risen, and Docfor Kauf- 
man believes that these indications 
of national prosperity are mainly attri- 
butable to the national insurance 
laws, 

Economic development, of course, 
plays its part, but this development is 
furthered by the security which in- 
surance in all its branches gives to 
the workers. Reason!ng by anal- 
ogy, similar results may be expected 
in England. 

Thirdly, an improvement in the 
conditions of life of the worker means 
improvement in the quality of work 
done by him. This may be regarded 
as an industrial axiom. 

Fourthly, the new English law will 
affect the lower strata of people, just 
as it has done in Germany. This 
strata hitherto were helpless, but sick 
insurance and old-age pensions re- 
move their most crying needs. Com- 
pulsion for these classes was absolute- 
ly.gecessary. 
witnessed a new life, new hopes and 
new ideals in these classes, 

Finally, there is the improvement in 
national hygiene to be expected, es- 
pecially in all that affects tuberculosis 
and other national diseases, The 
hygiene initiative of the insurance 
laws will be felt from the highest to 
the lowest classes in the state, but 
especially in the homes of the poor. 
In Germany the worker's life has been 
prolonged; it will be so in England. 
Great sanatorias will rise in all parts 
of the country climatically suitable,

NOW M)A\<ING PREPARATIONS TO 
I! \VADE MEXICO 


Presiden: Taft Wants Congress to 
Share the Responsibility for Inter- 
vention —Six Dreadnoughts are in 
Mexican Waters—Ten Other Fight. 
ing Ships in Readiness. 
Washington.—President Taft and 

the cabinet are in accord that Con- 

gress shall share the responsibility 
for any intervention in Mexico. 

Conferences between the President 
and his advisors ended with the un- 
derstanding that should corditions in 
Mexico City become so much worse 
as to demand the landing of American 
troops, Mr. Taft will lay before both 
Houses of Congress the facts in a 
special message. Every preliminary 
was afranged for the action which 
might follow such a course. Thirty: 
five thousand men, of the army, navy 
and marine corps, were put in rea'll- 
ness for movement, The first brigade 
of the first army division just creat- 
ed, three thousand men in all, and 
the nucleus of an expeditionary force 
of 15,000 was put on marching orders 
ready to entrain for Newport News, 
Va., where army transports wait un- 
der steam. 

Between 2,500 and 3,000 marines 
of the Atlantic yattleship fleet and at 
the Gunantanamo naval station, were 
prepared for immediate movement to 
Vera Cruz, where they might be kept 
aboard ship ready for landing to 
blaze an avenue of escape to Mexico 
City for foreigners, as was done by 
the great powers at Peking. 

Six Dreadnoughts with approximate- 
ly 6,000 jackies and officers are now 
rushing under full steam for Mexi- 
can ports—four on the Atlantic and 
two on the Pacific. Ten other crack 
fighting ships of the Atlan‘ic bat- 
tleship fleet, swinging at anchor sev- 
enty hours off Gauntanoma are ready 
for sea. They have approximately 
9,000 officers and men. 

Within call to supplement this force 
are the cruiser Denver, enroute to 
Acajutia, Salvador; transport Buffalo, 
at Corinto. Nicaragua; cruiser Des 
Moines, en route to Bluefields, Nicar- 
agua, and due there Saturday; gun- 
boat Nashville, en route to Honduy 
as. 

It is the feeling of the admin‘stra- 
tlon that these plans are all that can 
be done at this time, and that a suffi- 
cient number of warsh'ps have been 
despatched, not only to observe de- 
velopments, but to’ practically create 
neutral zones at ports where they lie, 
fin which Americans and other foreign- 
ers in Mexico may find safety. 

It has been suggested in some cen- 
ters that to land troops in Mexico 
would be such an act of war as can be 
justified only by a resolution of Con- 
gress.” Many military officers fail to 
fee any distinction between such land- 
ing of troops on foreign soil in cas¢ 
of anarchy, and the employment of 
marines for the same purpose, us was 
done in Nicaragua recently. 

To meet the constitutional objection 
in case the transports were sent to 
Vera Cruz, it is understood that the 
commanding officers would be instruc- 
ted not to land troops except upon 
Congressional authority. 

Their presence on the coast, it is 
felt, would doubtless have a strong 
moral effect upon the contending fac- 
tions in Mexico, and more than a 
week's time would be saved in ploc- 
ing the soldiers just where they would 
be needed in case danger to foreign 
lives and property should becom: 
more imminent.

IMMORALITY CAUSE OF MUCH 
POVERTY 


Some Interesting Evidence Given Be- 
fore Old Age Pensions Committee 
Ottawa.—Causes of poverty and de- 

pendency ,in Canada were dealt with 

in aa interesting manner by Dr. W 

R. Bruce Smith, Ontario inspector of 

public charity, giving evidence be 

the Old Age Pensions commission. 

He declared immorality as one of the 

most. prolific causes of poverty and di- 

vided the reasons for people becoming 

dependent on others by the following 
percentages: 

Intemperance, 21; inefficiency, oft- 
en congenital, 22; improvidence, 16; 
shiftlessness, 15; immorality, 13; stu- 
pidity, 7; ignorance, 5. In Ontario, 
he pointed out there are 16000 in 
houses of refuge, and 7,000 receiving 
municipal aid and otherwise helped. 

Dr. Bruce Smith advocated the seg- 
regation of all feehle minded women 
during the maternity period in indus- 
trial refuges and the annlication of re- 
formatory methods to first offenders. 
He believed that a man or woman 
convicted three times under the erim- 
‘nal ende should have custodial care 
for the rest of their lives. not behind 
nrisan hares, hut with outdoor work 
where they wonld he self-sunporting 
but prevented from reproducing the'r 
kind. He favored in Canada an old 
peo nension syetem. similar to that 
which obtains in New Zealand, but 
w'th same epmentmen's. The amount 
ho evegested. wonld be $1°0 a year. 
naveble monthly and diminished in 
nronortion to other income or the nos- 
eession of net unencumbered valucs 
of pronertvy by over $500, By this 
meane a large nuwher would be kept 
out of honees of refuge.

By all our 
conduct we are either honoring or 
dishonoring the Lord, magnifying Him 
or magnifying ourselves, and we would 
do well to test everything by this test. 
He is able to take care of His own 
People and His own work under all 
circumstinces, and all He asks of us 
is a whole heart for Him, such an 
iblding in and separation unto Him 
that He shall not be hindered in work- 
ing out His good pleasure. 

When at any time we wander away 
from the Loid the only thing to do is

It may seem strange to some to see 
Abram very rich in cattle, in silver 
and in gold (verse 2) notwithstanding 
his wanderings from the Lord, but let 
such consider their own mercies and 
say if they have not been dealt with 
in loving kindness beyond all their de- 
Sometimes the: Lord would 
draw us back to or closer to Himself 
by His great mercies, and we have all 
and always reason to say: It is of the 
Lord's mercies that we are not con- 
sumed, because His compassions fail 
not” (Lam. iil, 22). 


Lot also was rich in flocks and 
herds, and his herdmen and those of 
Abram could not agree. So to pre 
vent strife Abram tolt! Lot to take 
his choice of territory and that he 
would take that which Lot did not de- 
sire, Thus magnanimous ‘could this 
great man afford to be because he 
was the friend of God and the Lord 
was his portion. Being a witness 
for God before the Canaauites and 
Perizzites who dwelt in the land, he 
could not tolerate strife, for the ser- 
vant of the Lord must, not strive. 
(IL Tim, ti, 24). ‘ 

Meeckness, lowliness and: submission 
are always becoming in a child of 
God, but never strife, not even to 
maintain our so called rights, We 
are exhorted to take wrong and suffer 
ourselves to be defrauded rather than 
strive before unbelievers (1 Cor. vi, 

Without regard to the character of 
the people who lived on the plain, who 
are described as wicked and sinners 
before the Lord, exceedingly. Lot 
chose the plain of Jordan, because he 
saw that it would admirably suit his 
and herds (verses 
10-13). It is said that he lif'ed up 
his eyes, but it was only to behold the 
low and fruitful valley of the Jordan. 
He did not behold the Lord nor con- 


sider His will in the matter. It 
was a case of self only. 
It was good for Lot to be with Ab- 


ram, but not so good for Abram to 
have Lot with him. Separation from 
Lot was really to Abram's advantage 
and evidently pleasing to the Lord, for 
the Lord had another message for Ab- 
ram as soon as Lot was separated 
from him (14-17). There was a re- 
newed assurance that the Lord would 
sive him the whole land and the pro- 


imise that his seed yould be as the 


dust of the earth (verse 16). 

In verse 18 see this friend of God 
dwelling with Him at Hebron, which 
signifies fellowship, away above the 
qinners of Sodom and in ¢ommunion 
vith God with his altar unto the Lord 
This prepares us for the record in 
chapter xiv of the capture and captiv- 
ity of Lot and his goods by the four 
kings, while Abram, living above and 
aw from all the turmoil, able to 
go with his 318 trained s¢ its and 
rescue Lot and his people and all his 
goods While mixed up with the 
world we cannot expect to have vie- 
tory over it, and it is only as we dwell 
Hebron in fellowship with God that 
can hope to rescue others from the 
god of this world. First we see Lot 
pitching his tent towar dom, and

then we » him dwell in Sodom 
(xill, 12; “xiv, 12): Later we shall 
find him a ruler in Sodom, sitting in 
the gute—vet g on in ‘the world, 


In the end of chapter xiv we have a 
wonderful record of a most remark: 
able moan, a king and a priest, type of 
the Lord Jesus Christ when He shall 
be a priest upon Tis throne, a priest 
forever after the order of Melchizedek 
(Zech. vi, 18; Ps. ex, 4). Here we 
have for the first time the title: the 
Most High God, possessor of heaven 
and earth, and because Abram was 


‘blessed by Him he was able to turn 


his back upon the tempting offer of 
the King of Sodom. concerning tho 
goods If the church today knew the 
Most High God and His blessing she 
would never be guilty of seeking the 
roods of Sodom to help her carry on 
her work. There is nothing so grand 
as to know God and find our all in 
Him.
